Fourth Demise in Mrs. Wil- 
liam Laughlin’s House. 


WILL SUE HER NEIGHBORS 


|} Woman Says She Took Good 


Care of Children, but Did 
Not. Adopt Them. 


Investigation into the death of a 2 months 
old baby at the residence of Mre. William 
Laughlin, 5757 South Hermitage avemue, will 
be made by the state’s attorney's office fol- 
lowing a conference yesterday between Hugo 
Krause, secretary of the Anti-Cruelty so- 
clety, and Assistant State’s Attorney Le Roy 
Fairtanks. 

Mr, Krause informed the assistant state's 
attorney that the baby was the fourth child 
to die while under the care of Mrs. Laughlin. 
Mr. Fairbanks said that he would subpoena 
neighbors of Mrs. Laughlin tomorrow and 
make a further inquiry iritz: the case before 
deciding whether there is evidence to justify 
@ grand jury investigation. 


Threatens to Sue Neighbors. 

~ Slander sutte were threatened against the 
neighbors Mrs. Laughlin blames for the re- 
ports made by Krause. He made an investi- 
gation last July, following the death of the 
third child, but found no reason to believe 
violence was used. It was the demise of the 
fourth child thet caused him to renew the in- 
quiry. 

The attending physicians corroborated Mrs. 
Laughiin’s statementa that the deaths were 
due to natural causes, and the records of the 
health department show that death certifi- 
cates were properly filed. 

‘Tt is all persecution,” said Mrs. Laugh- 
lin: “It is true that four children I have 
had died, but each was a victim of some dis- 
ease. They were all treated kindly and re- 
ceived the best medical attention.

Believes Scheme Will Help Solve In- 
dustrial Problems. 


New York, Feb. 2—{Special.}—After a 
year’s investigation of the industrial condi- 
tions in and about New York City, Mys. O. 
H. P. Belmont has reached the conclusion 
there is an oversupply of women factory 
workers and that the best relief is to per- 
suade girls to take up farming ae an occu- 
pation. 

With this end in view she has set aside 
about 200 acres of her land at “ Brookholt,”’ 
Hempstead, Long Island, for a school of 
agriculture for women. 

An experienced woman farmer has been 
engaged to instruct the puplis in practical 
agriculture and there will not bea man about 
the place, except a boy or two to do the 
chores for the first few weeks.» 


School Will Be Self-Supporting. 

“Of course, I expect the undertaking to 
be self-supporting just as soon as it gets 
fairly started,’ said Mrs. Belmont today. 
“Many farmers admit their wives and deugh- 
ters are their best and most reliable helpers, 
although there seems to be a general impres- 
sion among city people that women cannot 
do farm work. The few women who are to~- 
day working and managing their own farms 
have certainly demonstrated there ie hot a 
thing done on the farm that women cannot 
do, 

“ There are many womep.wage earners who 
enter the already oveérer ed field of un- 
skilled. labor, beceuse they have had neither 
the incentive nor the opportunity to learn 
some healthy, rensunerative occupation. The 
shirtweist makers’ strike last year in this 
city and the recent garment workers’ strike 
in Chicago revealed working and home con~ 
ditione fearful to contemplate 


Would Replace Tramp Workers. 

“ While the young girls have been spend- 
ing the best years of their Mves in over- 
crowded workrooms and insanitary tene- 
ments for less than a Hving wage, our rich 
soll has been spasmodically tilled by nomadic 
tramps, staying at one farm just long enough 
to work their way beck to the next town 
to epend the money earned.” 

Mrs. Belmont explained there would be a 
matron on her new farm who also wouid 
teach the girls cooking, housekeeping, and 
home making. The pupils are to be paid 
while learning and their wages will increase 
proportionately to their ski.

Springfield, IH., Feb, 25.—The Supreme 
court today decided that the sale by Ves- 
pasian Warner of Clinton of the banking 
business of John Warner & Co. to Bleanor 
Magill for $81,196 was illegal, and affirms the 


judgment of the Appeliate court for the Third 


district. 

The Appellate court reversed the judgment 
of the Circuit court of De Witt county. The 
lower court had dismissed for want of equity 
the petition of Mrs. Minnie Werner Mettler 
and Mrs. Arabella Warner Bell of Chicago, 
sistere of Vespasian Warner, im their suit 
against Vespasian Warner, Eleanor Magill, 
and John Q. Lewie to set aside the sale to 
Mrs. Magill of the banking Dusiness and for 
an accounting on the part of Veepasian War 
ner and Mrs. Magill of the business. 

Severely Oriticises Him. 

The lower court ha@ held that the petition- 
ere had no equity in thecase. 

The Supreme court in its opinion today se- 
verely criticises Veepasian Warner for the 
gale to Mre. Magill, stating that the businése 
was sold to Mrs. Magill for a paltry con- 


‘gideration, and that bankers of Clinton had 


testified that it_was worth $250,000 above all 
Habilities. . 

The Supreme court also holds that the facts 
show the banking firm of John Warner & Co., 
which wae formed to succeed the old firm, 
wae organized without any notice to the 
business world or customers, and that Mrs. 
Megill wee 80 years old at the time of the 
sale of the business to her by Vespasian 
Warner and that she knew little or nothing 
about the sale.

It is désirous that the reign of terror and the 
proscription of Haitians who are suspected 
of disloyalty because they are, well, to do 


the protection of American commercta! 
interests in Haiti, which are interfered with 
by. the strenuous methods of President Si- 
mon, justify this course. 

But suppose he faile to p&y any more at- 
tention to stronger representations of the 
American government than he'did to its 
milder Admonitions.

Frank Work, Noted Character, 
Celebrate 92d Birthday. 


GENEROUS TO HIS ANIMALS. 


New Yorker Houses His Horses in a 
Palatial Stable. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

New. York dispatches the other day gave 
prominence to the fact that Frank Work, a 
well known resident of that city, celebrated 
‘his ninety-second birthday by taking a car- 
riage ride in Central park. 

Mr. Work is a wonderfui man in more ways 
than one. He went to New York from Ohio 
.eixty or more years ago, a tall, straight 
young fellow, with a lot of western energy 
@ natural aptitude for finance, and a person- 
ality that secured him many friends. But 
_ perhaps his best asset was his strong luve 
‘for driving horses. He soon made his début 
‘on the oid time Harlem lane speeding ground, 
and as the nag he drove was a good one, and 
‘the Ohioan bandied the reins with skill, it 
was not long until Work put himself on good 
éPoiit, Joe Har- 
' ker, and other railroad and Wall street men’ 
‘who _were of consequence in their sphere of 
 jife.* Work got into the brokerage business 
and for a great many years prospered, until 
' his fortune was so ample he decided to retire. 
‘That was at least a quarter of a century ago. 


Driving Passion with Work. 

Mr. Work’s one pleasure—it was with him 
® passion—was the driving of hie trotters. 
We always had a few. good ones, and about 
‘9880 built a stable on Fifty-sixth street, next 
‘@oor to where the Carnegie music hall 
otands, that was a, veritable show place, al- 
though not many people were invited to in- 
spect it. The building itself was a plain af- 
fair architecturally, but, once inside the 
doors, the visitor found plenty to look at. On 
the main floor were half a dozen box stalls, 
each containing a trotter that had made a 
creditable record on the turf and been bought 
by Mr. Work for his personal use. As Mr. 
Work entered this ground floor stable—which 
was all open, the box stalls being. 80 con- 
structed that every horse had a view of all 
that went on in the place—one of the men 
would open a stall door and a trotter would 
step forth and generally begin nosing around 
bis owner’s coat pockets for apples. 

Each horse was inspected in this friendly 
way every day by Mr. Work, who explained, 
to me that he had no use for a horse that 
did not ike him and was not responsive to 
kind treatment. ‘I don’t buy my horses to 
race them,” he said, “ but to drive them on 
the road—not often fast, either. What I 
like is to poke along, with a pair, just myself 
and the horses. I don’t want any one else 
in the wagon with me, because then } 
wouldn't enjoy the ride.

ammonia system of producing cold. Other 
great plants heve been springing up untt! at 
the present time the competition for business 
ie sharp enough to have brought storage 
charges down to reasonableness scarcely sus- 
pected by the consumer of stored products. 
Vor example, the householder ts more in- 
elined to kick on’ the cold storage egg than 
upon any other one commodity. What does 
the storage warehouse receive for storing 
@ case of eggs containing thirty dozen? 
There are two systems of storage. Under 
one of them. beginning April 1, the commis- 
, sion man wishing to store eggs for the early 
winter, may contract for storing egg cases 
containing 360 eggs each for 80 cents a case 
up to Nov. 30. But under thie flat rate, ifthe 
owner of the eggs should take them out 
within a month or two he would pay the 80 
cents. The other plan is storing by the month, 
with 10 cents’ charge for the first month 
and 5 cents a cate for each succeeding month . 
Tt is conceded by both the cold storage house 
and@ by the commission merchant that nine 
months ie about the Nmit which eggs will 
stand fn col storage, and at that a consider- 
‘wedle pértentage of the stored éggs wil) not 
pass the candling test. But if a case of eggs 
shall be stored to this limit of nine tionths 
under the monthly rate of storage, the charge 
for each case of eggs for that time would be 
50 cents for 360 eggs, or 1.6 cents a dozen.

Chicago Western Storage Center. 

Chicago ia the great western center for the 
storing of eggs. April is the great month for 
egg production and forthe piling up of un- 
counted millions of eggs daily tn ali parts 
of the country. But May and June also a: 
great months for eggs—and on through the 
warm weather until Nov. 1. As indicating 
what the country at large would Go without 
the cold storage plents, the dally average of 
egg casee received in Chicago and in New 
York for the months of April and of Novem- 
ber {rf 1000 and 1910 are startling. 

The average number of cases of eggs re- 
ceived daily, 360 eggs to case, follows:

Taking the average daily receipts at Chi- 
cago for April, 1910, the total number of eggs 
received in that month reached 10, 
dozen.

Protection of 
Illinois Hogs. 


By JONAS HOWARD. 


OG cholera ie estimated to cause & 
loss of more than $2,000,000 annually 
to Illinole farmers, yet they are will- 
ing that thousands of dollars should 
be spent that one farm in the state 

be liberally stocked with nothing but plague 
infected swine. 

This odd farm, maintained by the state live 
stock commission, is located in Sangamon 
county a few miles north of Springfield. Here 
the state laboratory for the manufacture of 
hog cholera serum is located, and to supply 
the remedy that means life to swine in other 
places it is necegsary to have plague infected 
animals on hand in large numbers. 

This eerum, made from the blood drawn 


from infected swine, is sent broadcast over | 


Illinois. Injected into the veins of an ailing 
hog, it checks the ravages of the plague, and 
in healthy swine renders the animal treated 
immune from the dread disease. 

Last year from fifty to 150 head of cholera 
infected hogs were kept on the farm for the

HE motion picture machine that you 
. hear ‘and see working when you vielt 
..'the picture show seems a 
and marvelous affair to the mind of the 
average boy. However, I am going to 
show you how to make a picture machitie for 
yourself that lacks ali the complicated ma- 
chinery of the big machine, yet a machine 
that will amply fill the sea o the average 
boy. 


You do not need to be “ artist to be able 
to draw the kind of pictures necessary for 
thi@ machine, although an ability in the draw- 
ing line will be no drawback. 


The pictures are arranged on stripe of pa: 


per or cardboard about an inch and a half 
wide and four or five inches long, depicting a 
person in two different .positions. The 
spacing of the figures I wilt explain later, 


and also tell more of their drawing. 


The sight tubes are made up of paper or 
fairly stiff cardboard. The best: way to do 
if making them of paper is to procure a strip 
of manila wrapping paper about nine inches 
wide and a foot or so long. Roll up one end, 
rolling toward the center until the tube which 
you roll up comes within a couple of inches 
of the center of the piece of paper. If you 
want to roll it adeyrately so as to get a per- 
fectly round tube, cut a round etick about 


| three-quarters of an inch ip diameter and as 
long as the paper is wide (or nine inches), and 


roH the paper around it. 

When near the center, as before described, 
smear some paste on the paper in front ofthe 
tube and stick the rolled part in its position. 

When this ie fastened, roll up the paper 
from the other side or end, rolling around 
the same stick, until you approach the first 
tube which yo rolled. ‘ 

Thig is pasted in similar manner, but at 
such a distance from the first tube that when 
you hold them up to your eyes you can ses 
through the length of both tubes. In other 
words, the ends of the tubes must be as far 
apart ag your eyes. Be careful to roll them 
parallel. 

When this much is done, paste a stiff piece 
of cardboard on ‘either side of the paper be- 
tween the tubes, as shown at C, in Fig. I. 
These pieces are merely to stiffen the con- 
struction. , 

We are now reudy to d¢aw and you can get 
an idea of the simplest way of making the 
pictures by Woking at the drawings where 
figures are shown made up, some of them of 
nothing but straight lines, but which are just 
as comical in their antics when viewed 
through the tube es if drawn more elab- 
orately. 

If you wish, you can trace off on your card- 
board, strip some of the drawings I have 
shown separately, being careful, however, to 
space them correctly. . 

This one rule must be followed in making 


‘the pictures, and that is rans. the figures in

the drawing must be drawn just half as far 
apart as are the two tubes which we have 
rolled, so that when you are looking through 
the tube at one of the pictures it will be im- 
possible for you to see more than one of aed 
figures at the same time. 

For instance, in Fig. I., suppose you were 
looking through the tubes as they lay on the 
table. The man with the ax in the air is 
opposite the left hand tube so that your left 
eye can see this drawing az by the dotted line. 
The picture of the man with the ax down. 
however, ag at X, is too far to the left to be 
seen with the right eye, and hence in looking 
through the tubes the only view you see is of 
the man with the ax raised. 

If you suddenly shift the drawing to the 
right, holding it between your fingers, and 
shifting it Just the right distance, the figure 
with the ax raised will pass to the right out 
of the view of the left eye, while the figure 


with the ax down will come to the view of 


the right eye as by the dotted line Y, so tnat 
as you move the paper back and forth in 
front of the tube, you see first the one figure 
and then the other. 

After doing this for a while until you get 
used to the motion you will suddenly see 
the man move as he vigorously swings his 
ax up above his head and brings it down on 
the block in front of his foot, the motion being 
exceedingly lfelike. 

There is no end to the number of drawings 
you can make for this set of sight tubes. In

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one drawing you see a baseball player hitting 
the ball; in another an enthusiast is kicking 
a football which filles away irom hie foot;

employer comes in sight are subterfuges 
which lead him.to believe he ig getting “value 
received. If he ever takes the time to trite 
personal létters to his friends. he writes them 
with a pen at night after the others have 
gone.. Many employers consider it an im- 
position to djctate long persona! letters to 
their stenographers. It-never occurs to the 
majority of them that the private correspond- 
ence of employés_is quite an important item 
in thelr own minds and is executed with con- 
siderably more zeal than that of their em- 
ployers. 

Recently an employer with a small office 
downtown, wishing to dictate an additional 
letter near the close of the afternoon asked 
politely if Miss Blank would take it for him 
after she had finished the page already in 
her machine. It was several minutes before 
she reached the end of the page, which on 
drawing out she’ was careful to turn upside 
down on her desk, and rose with an extreme- 
ly bored air to take notes for the extra let- 
ter.” ‘“‘ Give it to mé to sign as soon as you 
have finished. it, .please,”’ the employer re- 
quested as she returned to her desk. The 
letter when transcribed covered two pages, 
but by some unlucky chance the stenographer 
slipped the envelope over the first page of the 
employer's letter and the first page of her 
own personal missive reposed“innocently at 


the back of it, while the second pase of the 
employer's letter supposedly her unfinished 
personal letter, was thrust hastily into the 
top drawer of her desk, completion to be 
made later.

Value of Employer’s Promise. 


T is considered poor ethics for a business 
man to break promises to his customers 
because of the usual aftermath of “ no 
orders from that quarter,’’ but he often 
does so without compunction to eee 

under his thumb. * 


‘The boss who breaks promises or agree- 
ments with his ploy és is usually despised 
by all his empl , though he may not be 
awere ofthe storm of opinion going on under 
cover because he. has slipped from virtue or 
violated the common code of honor and right- 
eousness. But by and by the effect of such 
opinion peeps out in the general attitude 
of his help, who think that if the boss cas 
slip it can’t be so bad to do likewise. 


It has become.a habit, orone might almost 
say, a part of business policy, for thoughtless 
and shortsighted. bosses to make grand 
promises to-hew candidates, promises which 
they know cannot bé kept. It is always the 
* good chance for advencement,”’ the “ raise 
after so and so long,” the “ easy hours,"’'and 
go on, when he wants to hire the best help for 
the least wages. He will dangle most any 
kind of a lure when he wants superfine and 
competent service during some important 
rush. The courteous “ I'm sorry ” is only an- 
other wedge of disgust to the hopeful_one who 
is laid off when it wae most necessary to 
keep on. 

* Well, you know, business ie business,” 
one old war horse of an unscrupulous man- 
ager replied when scored: on ' this subject. 
‘I’ve \got to obey the super, and the super 
has got to obey the president, and so on, you 


know. Wealways bow to good business prin- 
ciple, but we can’t Be mere wishy washy 
supersensitive sentimentalists when it comes 
io hiring a two weeks typist.” 

This ie the common ajtitude of business 
men—still some know that in the long run it 
hurts the firm to make promises that have no 
foundation. By and by it acquires a reputa- 
tion for shady methods, and persons who look 
for permanent positions with a “ white”’ 
company usually keep shy of it. And by and 
by it is only the element that works for pin 
money or a few extra primps for the next 
dancing féte that is attracted to such places. 

Again managers sometimes make the mis- 
take of promising a raise to an older employé 
at the end of so and so, if the work is thus 
and thus. Now with some.persons this extra 
incentive may work wonders, but since an 
employé’s and employer's standards of effi- 
ciency do not always tally, the average sort 
might indulge in expectations altogether up- 
warranted without putting forth those extra 
efforts which the boss expects. And then, 
of course, the sudden thud of disappointment 
affects your appetite for work. 

It is far better to. establish the custom of 
‘raising ”’ or “springing a surprise,’’ for 
special merit or effort, and there is nothing 
to disturb the hopeful one’s equilibrium ex- 
cemt for the good of all concerned. 

It .has often been observed in offices that 
when an employé is outraged by broken 
promises all his fellow workers side with him. 
They take a depressing view of the chances 
of promotion and the work spirit suffers in 
consequence.

RUISED in an encounter with*a five 
ton truck fn the loop district, ana 
crippied by the failure of his palsied 
limbs to respond to his will, Leonard 
R. Warner, “ Old Lem,” the patriarch 

of the Chicago live stock trade, and probably 
the oldest livé stock man in the world, lies at 
his home, of Vincennes avenue, impatient- 
ly awaiting t day he may return to the 
* yards.” ; 

Either of the two unforeseen disasters 
which overtook him might have proved suni- 
cient to keep “ Lem ” from his daily attend- 
ance anc duties in his office in the Exchange 
building at the stockyards, for he is 98 years 
old, but this will have to be proven to him, 


as he is convinced that the full strength of ° 


the combinaticn was needed to place him in 
the helpless condition in which he now finds 
himself. 

“Lem” first set foot on Chicago territory 
when it was little more than vi: gin soil, in 
1853. There were several stockyards scat- 
tered about the city at that time, but none ap- 
pealed to him and he returned to the corn 
fields of Iowa, where he fattened cattle and 
hogs for the eastern markets. 


One Mark of Distinction. 

He returned to Chicago in 1650, already a 
marked man for he had earned the distinc- 
tion of being the first man to ship cattid to 
Chicago over the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad, which had made the important die- 
covery that Chicago was destined to become 
@ great live stock distributing center, and 
had instalied facilities to carry cattle, hoga, 
and sheep from the corn belt feed lots to 
this market. 

On this visit *“‘Lem”’ found that Chicaguv 
had made sufficient progress during hie ab- 
gence of six years to look attractive to him 
and he cecided to stay.: He established him 
tgif in the live stock commission business, 
and in 1866, when the Union Stockyards and 
Transit company was incorporated and the 


ytockyards were established at their present | 


gite, * Leonard R. Warner, Live Stock Com- 
mission,’’ was one of the first signs to grace 
the front of the new exchange building. 

He saw P. D. Armour, the founder of Ar- 

mour & Co., come to the “ yarcs”’ a poor 
man, start what was destined to become one 
of the greatest packing plants in the world, 
and die many times a millionaire. Mr. Ar- 
mour at the outset of his career in the pack- 
ing world showed partiality towards the pork 
packing end of it, and did not come much 
im contact with “ Lem,’ who was a cattle 
man. 
The latter was in close touch with G. F. 
Swift, the original dressed beef man, and 
the man who laid the foundation for the pres- 
ent firm of Swift & Co., however, and of 
bim he _— many interesting anecdotes. 


* * 


Swift's First Efforts Fail 

In one of these “ Lem tells how near Mr. 
Swift came to losing the opportunity of be- 
eoming a beef baron. According to this story, 
Mi. Swift, in parinership with J. A. Hatha- 
way, arranged with eastern capitalisis to 
buy cattle in Chicago to be stripped and 
glaughtered in the east. 

It appears that the first cattle bought by 
Mr. Swift failed to dress worth the money 
paid for them. Later purchases also proved 
unsatisfactory, and finaily tne capitalists 
held a meeting and discussej the advisability 
ef dispensing with Mr. Swift's services. 

All but one man were ready to let ‘him g0, 
but this one man threatened to withdraw his 
capital if Mr. Swift was discharged, and it 
was settled that the latter should have an- 
other chance. Mr. Swift accepted the chance, 
bis Juck changed, and from then on his cattle 
made money. 

“Only for the Support of that one man 
Mr. Swift probably would have never been 
known outside of the Chicago stockyards,”’ 
paid “Lem.” “ At that time he lived on 
‘the top floor of a two-story frame building 
mear the stockyeards and was one of the most 
unpretentious men in the trade. 

“There were no rules. egainst buying cat- 
tle after 8 o'clock then, as there are now, 
and Mr. Swift was always tae last one in the 
yeattle alleys, picking up a steer here and 
there, wherever he could find a bargain. He 
worked until so late in the day that the yard 
boys used to call him ‘Sundown,’ which 
meant that he bought cattle until the sun 
went down.

“A few years later Mr. Swift evolved the: 


plan of slaughtering cattle here and shipping 
earcasses to eastern markets, instead of 

‘ shipping the cattle on the hoof, as had al- 
ways been done. : 


“ He went east, got financial backing, came | 


back and bought a little frame slaughter 
shouse that stood on the site of one of the 
‘presént Swift & Co. packing houses. 

“ P. D. Armour at that,time was slaughter- 
ine hogs and shipping pork products east, 
and Nelg Morris was shipping live cattle to 
‘the seaboard, but Swift was the only man 
‘who shipped the dressed beef, and his ac- 
tivities in this line earned for him the title 
of ‘the original dreseed beef man.’ ”’ 

Mention of Nelson Morris brought him back 
to “ Lem’s” mind, and he straightway told 
of @ peculiar trait possessed by Mr. Morris. 
‘This was the latter's ability to cry, profusely 
and without the least effort, upon any occa- 
sion. 

“ Nels could make the tears roll down his 
cheeks with the greatest ease and on the 
least provocation of any man I ever knew,” 
eaid “‘Lem.” “ He could sob like a baby and

sold them to another buyer for my own price. 
Good cattle could be bought for that price 
in those days, and it happened that this par- 
ticular drove’ dressed out exceptionally well.

goods than he will ever need,

other capitalists bought a tract of thousands 
of acres of land in Wisconsin. Many 
of his friends advised him not to enter into 
this deal, as it gave no promise of yielding 
a profitable revenue for a large number 
of years. “Lem” was nearly 90 years old 
at the time, but he answered: 

“O, I may have to wait twenty years be- 
fore I get anything out of it, but I believe 
it is a good investment.”

Marquisette, cotton vofies, and wash 
erépes will any and all of them be used « 
great deal this spring and summer for the 
ever popular lingerie blouses. Probably the 
“mest popular of the three materials ie the 
marquisette, and the blouses made from it 
are certainly lovely. It comes in white and 
colors, and one of the prettiest ways of trim- 
ming is to use the cream white material and 
embroider some appropriate design in colors. 

The blouse-and-slieeve-in-one style, the 
Dutch neck, and the short sleeves are and 
still will continue to be much worn; and the 
majority of sleeves for these blouses are in 
length enywhere from short ones which do 
not reach the elbow down to the three-quar- 
ter length. 

While Valenciennes lace is used, there is 
perhaps more seen of a heavier order—Clury, 
Irish, and-the heavy linen laces being most 
popular. Then, too, there never was a time 
when more beautiful handwork was seen on 
blotses than now. Many are entirely made 
by hand and on those which are partly ma- 
chine made the tucks will be hand run and 
there are few blouses which do not show 
gome touch of hand embroidery. 

* *®s 

If bought ready made, or made to order, 
these points bring the purchase price way 
up, so the women who know how and like 
to make their own dainty belongings as far 
as possible, are indeed fortunate. The de- 
signs of many of the shop made blouses are 
beautiful, and if one is fortunate enough 
to be able to find perfect fitting ones, there 
may be occasions when it seeme best not 
to spend the time to do the making. 

On the front there are three groups of two 
tucks each, these tucks matching in width 
those on the back. These are stitched to 
a yoke depth only. The closing is a little 
to the left of the front and a frill of the 
marquisette finishes the opening. This blouse 
shows a standing collar and sleeves long 
enough just to cover the elbow. 

In making the box-plait in the back, fold 
the material down the middle, then measure 
two Inches out from the fold both at the top 
and bottom. Mark a line connecting these 
points, and stitch on the line. Then open 
the plait by laying the middle crease ex- 
actly on the.line of stitching and pressing

This was made of heart’s-ease, which shaded 
through many tones of purple, mauve, and 
violet. 

There are are many of these hats made 
entirely of violets massed tightly and hav- 
ing for a trimming a large cluster of small 
but bright pink roses, placed at the side. 
There are hats made of nothing but a wide 
bow. of velvet ribbon, this forming the crown 
and sides. This leaves a three cornered 
space in front and back, and this is filled 
with flowers, roses, geraniums, orany others 
that are bright. 

The continental hats are young looking and 
rakish, and they are not worn as turned 
back hats used to be, that is to show the hair 
in front. On the contrary, these are set low’ 


down over the forehead, leaving only the | 


tiniest bit of fringe visible. These hats are 
little trimmed. some kind of an ornament to 
catch them up in front and frequently: noth- 
ing more being used. Most of them, how- 
ever, have a wide band of bright colored 
contrasting straw about their edge, green, 
royal purple, or red being the smartest. 

Black and white striped straw is one of the 
novelties for early spring, the stripes being 
an inch or so wide and of coarse braid. Red 
is the favorite color for trimming these, and 
it is used in bands.*rolis, knots, and choux. 
All these hats are toque shaped, the straw

Finish the fronts with inch wide 
hems, but allow the left front to come to 
the middie, as if the fastening were to be 
there. It is @ good idea to put the frill on 
a separate band, so the blouse can be worn 
with or without it. Finish the edge with a 
narrow Trieh edge, and on the fronte em- 
broider medium sized dots in blue or pink, 
letting them come between the olusters of 
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tucky Finish the neck with.e narrow band 
pnd make a collar of the material and lace. 

The sleeves are made plain and finished on 
the edge with narrow insertion end ea match- 
ing edge. The prettiest sleeves are not set 
into bande at the bottom, bot made to ft 
easily and somewhat closely. An easy way 
to make the sleeve mt well at the bottom is 
to cut from ea plain, small sleeve pattern, 
following the eleeve seam line. Try it onand 
you will find it too farge at the bottom. In- 


| etead of taking it up any more et the seam, 


fold the arm up et the elbow and pin the 
undesired fullness on the underneath side 
up in a dart, running it off to nothing just 
below the elbow. Thies has the double ad- 
vantage of meking it set well ahd providing 
a pocket for the elbow. 

Get the lace insertion and edging on before 
stitching the sleeve seam together, then take 
the dart up, through lace and all, and in- 

‘stead of outting the dart seam let it stand 

as it is, catching the dart at the bottom, to 

the edge of the sleeves. The fold of the dart 

is, of course, turned towards the seam of the 

sleeve, which makes it practically invisible.

accomplished by the most minute and mar- 
velous hand work, the tulle being shirred fn 
such @ way that the shading comes as it 
would naturally in fur. I saw one model 
with a band of tulle sable for a brim and a 
crown composed of roses. Another showed 
a gray tulle crown, draped slightly, with a 
chinchilla tulle border, and on this were two 
lovely clusters of silk flowers with leaves 
and stems. 

Gold continues to hold its place as one of 
the most valuable adjuncts in the making of 
hats, but now it is being entirely used for 
crowns, or as a binding for brims and not 
in any other manner. Pven orpaments of 
gold have lost their charm, uniess there is 
something especially extraordinary about 
them.

, There is perhaps less that ie new in lingerte 
than ip the other things, for the lingerie of 


today is limited to a combination, a night 
dress and an underwaist. The combinations 
are rather simple, because with the present 
clinging skirt nothing in the way of ruffles, 
ribbone, bowe, and the like are desirable. 
The newest night dreases have the fashion- 
abie kimono sleeves, either quite short or 
reaching just below the elbow. They are 
mostly tncrusted with lace, and heavy lace is 
now considered much more chic than the fing 
ones so long liked. Point de Flandre is much 
used, and Cluny trims nmwch fine batiste, also 
point de Venise and a new lace called cra- 
ponne, which is excellent tn design arid ie 
said to have lasting qualities. Most of the 
lace ie used in deep yokes, pointed slightly, 
with a ‘corresponding pointed piece to trim 
the sleeves. soe 

Underwaists have undergone more change 
than other garments, for where previously 
they use@ to be little affairs drawn in about 
neck and waist, with edgings and insertions 
of lace, or with delicate embroidery they are 
now «e tight fitting garment made entirely 
of English embroidery and filet lace. They 
are made really for service and they costa 
fortune, for the lace must be of the strongest 
and the hand work is all over and fine in 
pattern. Many of them fasten either im front 
or back with cord lacing, others show no 
appareht fastening, this being done in front 


umerneath a fiy with small buttons and- 


loops. There are no ribbons, no bows on the 
shoulders, but they are beautiful and er, 
we eeacand nevertheless. 
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That is why 


they are bound to give way, and this shortens 
the usefulness of the blouse and detracts de- 
cided}y from its beauty.. 

The buttonholes should be cut across and 
‘not up and down, and should be only one inch 
apart until a point below the top of the under 
arm seam fs reached. Then, if one feels too 
indolent to keep up the good work, they may 
bet set one and one-half inches apart. They 
should really, though, be the same distance 
apart the length of the blouse. In cutting 
the buttonholes, set the scissors go that the 
cut will measure the diameter of the button. 
Try this on paper first. A buttonhole for this 
purpose looke prettier if it ie worked all 
around, instead of being barred at the inside 
edge. 


* * 

The lower part of the blouse can be made of 
linen, batiste, or any preferred meterial, end 
should be set plain into the upper part. A 
small lace medallion will look well set into the 
middle front below the yoke, The neck is fin- 
lehed without a standing collar and instead 
has a narrow bias facing, hemmed down by 
hand on the wrong side. 

An attractive blouse design shows the front 
with narrow tucke—en eighth of an inch—put 


in solidly acrose the width of each shouler. 
The tucks are set in lengthwise to a gradu- 
ated yoke depth, of course allowing a evuffi- 
clent space between. The neck is cut in the 
front in a little “V” shaped point, while 
across the beck it follows the Mne of the neck. 
Between these tuck cluetere a design is 
stamped and embroidered. Something not 
too heavy but which will fill thespece grace- 
fully is needed. In the back there are five 
tucks the length of the blouge, set close to the 
hem and matching in width thoge on the front. 
The neck is finished with a narrow lace in- 
sertion and lace edge, The short sleeves 
have a solidly tucked piece set in, so that on 
*the outside K rune up into the sleeve in a 
“V" shape, and ag it reaches the under 
side, narrows down to a two inch width, 
g0ing straight across the sleeves there. 
Another pretty way to make one of these 
blouses is to make five clusters of tucks 
across the front and four across the beck. 
The blouse buttons up the back, where the 
fifth oluster would come if it were put in. 
There are five little tucks down the middle 
of the front, then plan to have the next clus-

The day of 
dueling has given place to the more 
exact if less romantic arbitrament of 
courts of justice. A man does not’ now 
take offense at the color of his neigh- 
bor’s necktie,-or call a man out for vio- 
lating the ethics of his genefation. The 
sentiment of the people has changed. It ts no longer 
understood that the man who neglects to fight when 
he is insulted or the man who refuses to fight when 
challenged carries thereafter a smirch upon his char- 
acter. The romance of the old days has departed 
with many other of the institutions that made the 
history of the old south famous. These things have 
been relegated to the lavender scented closets where 
repose other ashes of dead roses of the period when 
chivairy stirred men to do great deeds. 

Dueling in the south is now dead, but it lingered 
long and died hard. It was no easy matter for a 
people to learn to repudiate an institution thdt had 
involved their personal honor as individuals and be- 
come @ part of their life. The awakening of the 
public conscience to the necessity of the change 
came about gradually, Even after the system had 
been condemned by law it was practiced to a-#reater 
or less extent by those who had sprung immediately 
from the loins of that generation that had Indulged 
in it. ~ 

It is left for those who lived in those stirring 
times to tell the tale of the last of the great south- 
ern duels. This historic ttle was fought upon 
equally historic ground. In*the light of a’ May morn- 
ing a tragedy a8 ol@ as. the world was reénacted in 
the heart of the confederate capital. Page McCarty, 
scion of an old Virginia family, and one of the hand- 
somest men of his generation, .and John Mordecai, 
“one of the knightliest gentlemen who: ever lived,” 
fought until they both fell, the one desperately 
Wounded and the other mortally wounded, because 
one of the most fascinating women of her time had 
put a slight upon one of them. The duel was fought 
just outside of old Oakwood cemetery in Richmond 
where 10,000 of the war comrades of the two .men 
lay buried. Mordecai took offense at some ‘Yerses 
said to have been inspired by McCarty after a “cut” 
had been administered to him by the girl at a dance. 
The incident created the most intense excitement in 
Virginia, where the system of dueling was already 
theoretically extinct. |

Duel Makes Big Change in Life. 

The duel was precipitated by the infatuation of 
both men. for Miss Mary Triplett, a reigning ss in 
Richmond and the south. 

Soon after the McCarty-Mordecai. affair Miss 


manufacturer.  yemained the undisputed 
queen of Richmond, upito the. timesef her death dev-- 
eral years ago. Ttiis said that Miss. Triplett was at: 
one time engaged to McCarty. .If that is true the: 
secret of their misunderstanding. has always remained 
‘a secret. 

McOarty never again sought the society of women 
after his fight gith Mordecai. He devoted his ener- 
gies exclusively to literary and political pursuits. He 
wrote for Scribner’s Magazine, was one of the editors 
of the Washington Post, and while in that city cor- 
responded for the New York World.- As a newspaper 
editor he wrote many bitter articles about his po- 
litieal opponents. It was a common ‘saying among 
Democrats that the foNowers of Gen. Willlam Ma- 
hone, later readjuster governor of Virginia of un- 
Savory memory, was afraid to meet the fiery editor. 

McCarty and Mordecai were warm personal friends 
in their youth. They were deskmates at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. while they were law students 
there. After their graduation Mordecai began the 
practice of law in Richmond, while McCarty turned 
his attention to journalism. Both fel] desperately in 
love with the beautiful* Miss Triplett, who was then 
at the height of her power and popularity. 

The incident that resulted in the duel occurred at 
@ great ball that was given in Richmond soon after 
the Lenten services in April, 1873. On that occasion, 
it is related, .Miss Triplett publicly manifested jer 
dislike for McCarty. Shortly thereafter some Verses _ 
sppesred in a lecal paper over a nom de plume.

1. The gteat nebula in Orion. This inconceivably 
large mass of gas, chiefly hydrogen, helium, and nebu- 
lum (mot yet feund on earth), l@ a feature of the con- 
stellation Orion. A nebula ma@y be the mother of a 
thousand suns: ) 

2. A small portion of the milky way in Cepheus 
photographed with the big Bruce telescope on Sept. 
11, 1904, exposure, 6 hours and 40 minutes. The milky 
way consists of innumerable faint stars (in ' reality 
distant suns) separately indistinguishable to the 
naked eye, which are distributed. irregularly in the 
sky. Seventeen.magnitudes of stars can be seen with 
a telescope and only six with the naked @ye. Each 
magnitude is two and one-half times brighter than 
the ome next below it. Only about 5,000 stars can 
be seen With the naked eye in the northern hemi- 
sphere, while considerably more than half a million 
have been discovered by the ald of large telescopes. 

3. Great nebulous region in Rho Ophitichi. Notice 
the black, starless lanes in this brightest part’ of the 
heavens. These have never been satisfactorily ex- 
pitined. 

4. Saturn, with the forty inch reflector at the Yerkes 
observatory, exposure 9 hours 20 minutes. The rings 
are made up of millions of little moons chasing each 
other around the planet. 

5. Star cluster in Hercules. More than 3,000 stars 
are visible in the original negative. The field of view 
with this group of sune has an angular diameter tn 
the sky one-third that of the moon. They are enor- 
mously distant from the earth and widely separated 
from one another. Probably no two that can be dix- 
tinguished separately are nearer to ‘each other than 
a million million miles. 

6. Vacancy in the milky way near the star Theta 
Ophiuchi which is near the right edge of the plate. 
It is belleved by some astronomers that the strane 
vacancies in the milky way &fe cBused by opaque 
substances floating in space between us and the stars. 

7. A nebula in Triangulum. Its distance from the 
earth is not less than that of the sunrounding stars, 
which, it should be recalled, are all Sune, presumably 
not smalier and per ney much larger than otf own 
sun. To see the spiral“structure hold the picture off 
at arm’s length: 

&. North American hebula. The small dots are su.:«. 
many of them bigger than our own. The big mass in 
the center resembling the shape of our continent is 
incandescent gas. 

9. The South Polar cap of Mars and how it melt« 
away as the Martian spring comes on. Notice that 
the melting is irregular. This is taken to mean that 
the snow lasts longer on the mountain ranges, as on 


earth.

army. The huge force of professional fighting blacks 
will constitute a giant fighting mechanism which 
would be a power in any nation’s hands, but it is 
not likely to be received: kindly by the French peo- 
ple who must support it nor the French soldiery who 
must tramp and camp with it. 3 
Militarism lies upon France’ back like a galling 
pack saddle. There-are 629,500 men who are serving 
their enforced terms in the army and the nation must 
support them in uniformed idleness. The nation is 
looking to economy and the army is murmuring all 
sorts of things socialistic. French armies have always
